W ashington, Jan. 13 <A P)~Thc 
G erm an Navy, it was learned on 
high authority today, is turning out 
subm arines faster than the sea and 
air forces of the United Nations can 
destroy them . This despite the heavy- 
bombing of G erm an factories from 
British and American bases in Eng­ 
land. 
At the sam e time, the United Na­ 
tions are building cargo and tra n s­ 
port ships faster th an they are be­ 
ing sunk. 
They also are building 
escort and patrol vessels -destroy­ 
ers. 
corvettes and subchasers—at 
about top speed. 
The num ber of enemy subm arines 
operating in the A tlantic at any one 
time is more than IOO, which repre­ 
sents possibly from one-third to one- 
fourth of their actual sub strength. 
Tile rest of their undersea craft are 
either operating in oilier waters or 
are a t home for repairs and crew 
relief. 
“F irst Enemy” 
These were described by qualified 
authorities, who cannot be identi­ 
fied by name, as being am ong the 
reasons why the U -boat is consid­ 
ered by the Navy to be. in the words 
of Admiral Harold R. Stark, its 
“first enemy.” They are reasons, too, 
why United Nations’ shipping losses 
still are. in Stark s opinion, "some­ 
thing to be m ighty lincoln tor table 
about. 
O ilier Naval authorities are known 
to take an equally serious view of 
the situation. It Is considered much 
better now than it was ut the height 
of subm arine operations in Amer­ 
ican waters last summer, yet it is 
still so grave th a t many thousands 
of tons of war m aterials dispatched 
to overseas war zones find their w ay 
instead to the bottom of the ocean. 
The U-boats became a real head­ 
ache for the American high com­ 
m and just a year ago this w-eek 
when they began sinking ships off 
the American east coast. 
As their 
Naval strength increased, the Allies 
have been slowly winning tile b at­ 
tle of the supply lines—but, it Is 
said, so slowly th a t the sub rem ains 
the "first enemy.”

A rthur H. Jam es, turn over the reins

City schools were dismissed for 
the first time in 1895 when Daniel 
H. Hastings took office. One historian

W ith the turn of the century, in­ 
augurals became increasingly elab­ 
orate and the inaugural ball became 
a part of the festivities.

Tile autom obile came into use at 
this time but in 1931 Gifford Pinchot 
returned to the horse-drawn phae­ 
ton which has been used every in­ 
auguration since.
